ſo to me, and more alſo, if I make not 
thy Life as one of ;theirs by to morrow' 
about this time. Elijab hearing this fled, 
and came to the Wilderneſs of Beerſheba, 
and there requeſted of the Lord, that he 
might die; for he was no better than his 


Fathers. Here he fell aſleep under a Ju- 
niper Tree, and the Angel of the Lord 
awoke him, and bid him eat twice, for 
there was a Cake ready baked; and 4 
Cruſe of Water. So he ate, and journied 


in the ſtrength of that meat Forty days, 


till he came to Mount Horeb, where he 
lodged in a Cave. Here the word of the 
Lord came unto him, ſaying, Elijab, what 
doſt thou here? He anſwer d, I have been 


very 
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very jealous for the Lord of Hoſts, be 
cauſe the Children of Iſrael have forſaken 
thy Covenant, thrown down thy Altars, 
and ſlain thy Prophets with the Sword;

Foſeph, the Son of Faccb by Racks, 
belov'd of his Father above the reſt of 
his Brethren, becauſe he was the Son of 
his Old- age, but hated of his Brethren, 
for acquainting his Father with their pri. 
vate waſting of his Subſtance, or ſome 
other miſcarriages of this nature, He 
Dreamed, that as they were binding 
Sheaves in the Field, his Sheaf did riſe 
up, and his Brethren's did obeiſance to 
it; and alſo at another time, that the 
Sun, Moon, and Eleven Stars did obci- 
ſance to him; theſe Dreams he told his 
Father, and his Brethren, which caus'd 
them to hate him the more. After this, 
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his Father ſent him to ſee how it was 
with his Brethren and their Flocks, who 
aſſoon as they ſaw him, began to deviſe 
miſchief againſt him, ſaying, Lo yonder 
comes the Dreamer, let us ſlay him, and 
ſee what will become of his Dreams; and 
as they were thus conſulting to deſtroy

| left his Coat in my hand, which I laid 
up until thy return, and lo here it is.

which came to paſs accordingly ; for me 
thou reſtored, but the Chief Baker was 
Hanged, as he had Interpreted to us. 
Then Jeſepb was haſtened out of Priſon, 
and ſhaved himſelf, and changed his Pri- 
ſon Garments, and came in unto Pharaob, 
who told him his Dreams, and he Inter- 
preted them, and gave Pharaob Advice 
what to do in the Seven Years of Plenty, 
which were to come in the Land of 
Egypt, and to lay up Store againſt the 
Years of Famine.

He an- 
ſwer'd, Let it be according to your 
words; he with whom it ſhall be found, 
ſhall be my Servant, and ye ſhall be 
blameleſs. So they unladed their Aſſes, 
and Search being made, the Cup was 
found in Benjamin's Sack. They all rent 
their Clothes, and returning to the City, 
found Foſeph at his Houſe ; who (as if 
the thing had been real). ſaid thus unto 
them. What deed is this that ye have 


done, wot ye not that ſuch an one as | 
| can 
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can certainly Divine? What ſhall we ſay, 
replyed Fudab, God hath found out our 
jniquity; Behold we be all of us thy 
Servants. God forbid, faith Foſeph, I 
ſhould do fo; but he, with whom the 
Cup was found, ſhall be my Servant; as 
for you, get ye up in peace unto your 
Father. Judab ſubmiſſively expoſtulates 
the Caſe with him, and (as a dutiful 
Son, fearing the miſchief, that would 


undoubtedly befall his Aged Father, if \ 


Benjamin did not return) earneſtly begs 
of him to aCcept his Service inſtead of his 
Brother Benjamin s. Whereupon Foſepb 
could no longer refrain, but cauſed all 
Men to go out from before him, While 
he made himſelf known to his Brethren. 
He wept aloud, and ſaid, I am FJoſepb 
your Brother; Is my Father yet alive? 
They were ſo troubled at his preſence, 
that they could not anſwer him, but he
